ALLIES BEGIN 
THE ADVANCE 

Franco-Belgian Troops Pour Out 
of Nieuport and Seize 
Advanced Line. 

THEY GAIN THIRD OF A WILE. 

Hold Hollebeke in Flanders bat 
French Admit Check at 
Steinbach in Alsace. 

London, Dec. 16. -The offensive- 
movement of the French and British 
has become general and is being 
pushed with strong forces, princi- 
pally in Flanders, the Argonne, the 
Woevre and Alsace. 

While the French claim to have 
been successful at all points, except 
at Steinbach in Alsace, the German 
official report says the allies' attack*, 
have been unsuccessful at several 
places. 

On the whole, however, it would 
appear that the allies, who now have 
a superiority in numbers as well sa- 
in artillery, have succeeded in mak- 
ing some progress and have with- 
stood vigorous counter attacks de- 
livered by the Germans. 

The fact that the allies are in pos- 
session of Hollebeke, in Flanders and 
that heavy fighting was going on 
again today, shows that they have 
made an appreciable advance during 
the past two days, as last week they 
were being attacked by the invaders 
two miles to the west of St. Eloy. 
which is on the Ypres-Armentieree 
road. 

In the Argonne region, the French 
simply say: "We have made prog- 
ress and maintained our advance of 
the preceding days." 

The only news from the East is the- 
admission of the German general 
staff that the column which ad- , 
vanced through Mlawa "has reoccu- ' 
pied its old positions, owing to the 
superiority of the enemy " This, in 
a measure, confirms the Russian ac- 
counts of a victory on this part of 
the battle front.

a* well copper and tron. Gold 
found In tha gravel, aa often happena 
atlll In streama draining from copper 
regions Tha gold In copper ores, 
originally containing Insignificant 
amount* of tha precloua 
cumulates In the couraa of 
sometimes forms placers of 
log richness. 

The ancient Tlbarenl 
gold-bearing gravel, first by 
which concentrated the gold Into 
tivaly email amounts of aand. Thia 
was then collected and waabad through 
alulcea having the bottoms lined with 
Bheepaklna. The gold would elnk Into 
the wool, while tha aand would be 
washed away In the awlft current. 

Tha skins were removed from tha 
alulcea, the coaraost gold abaken out, 
and tba fleeces, atlll glittering wit*, 
the yellow metal, were hung upon 
bougha to dry so that the rest of tha 
gold might be beaten from them, and 
aaved. Tha early Greek mariners, wit- 
nessing thia process, carried home 
tales of the wonderful rlchea of a Und 
where a warlike race of miners bung, 
golden fleeces upon tha areee In tba 
grove of Area. 

After so many millenniums tha 
metalliferous country of Tubal-Caln 
la once more coming Into prominence. 
The natives atlll cull tba high-grade 
copper ore, and break It into smalls, 
which they cover with wood and roaat 
to matte; they atlll work tha matte la 
force like furnaces to black copper, 
which they ahlp to Alexandre tta and 
to Euxine porta. They atlll make tha 
famous carbonised Iron that waa cele- 
brated aa Damascus ateal because It 
was distributed through thia mart to 
tha rest of tha world after receiving a 
finish by local Damascene workmen. 

These decadent methods, that give 
a hint of tha approved practice of tha 
father of metallurgy, will soon become 
wholly extinct, for the modern miner 
la atudylng the disseminated copper 
ores of tha Black aea coaat, and 
threatening to rekindle on a magnifi- 
cent scale the smoldering Urea of 
Tubal Cain —Argonaut.

FORCE QUARRY 

TO CEASE| 

"Possum Hsnters" Active In 
Caldwell County And Close 
Big Enterprise. 

Princeton. Ky., Dec. 14.— The 
'stone quarry of the Katcrjohn C<>n- 
j atruction Company at Cedar Bluff, 
( this county, haa closed down and 
preparation." are beinR made to re- 
move the steam shovel and other 
machinery to a new quarry opened 
up in Arkansas. This move follows 
the recent "possum hunter" activi- 
ties in that village, in which some 
negro houses were dynamited and 
a series of threatening letters were 
received. 

However, it is said that the man- 
agement of the quarry had intended 
to close the plant for a while any- 
way. A large number of quarry- 
men were employed by the plant. 
The community has been literally 
depopulated of negro inhabitants as 
the result of warning notices. 

S.-veral railroad section foremen 
have received warning letters also, 
ordering them to discharge negro 
laborers, but so far these warnings 
have gone unheeded. Some of these 
warnings have been sent through 
the mail and others have been 
placed at night on the premises for 
whom they wore intended. 

One foreman has received as many 
as three of these threatening letters 
and in one of them he was reminded 
of the fact that "Dead men tell no 
tales." It is said that an extra 
gang foreman, stationed near Du- 
laney, south of here, has been 
ordered to take his crew and leave 
the state.
